Robert Thompson, Dr. Cecil Eshelman and Dr. Eldred Mer- 
rill, all of Upland, Louis Holbrook 
of Ontario and Robert Woodill of 
Claremont were the near victims of 
drowning. — 

After a pleasant trip in the boat 
to the island and a day spent at 
the famous pleasure center, the 
five men began their return trip 
late Sunday afternoon. They soon 
encountered a storm and the heavy 
waves terrifically rocked the boat, 
a 17-foot “runabout.” With tre- 
mendous force, a wave tipped the 
craft over on its side, throwing the 
group into the ocean. Dr. Merrill 
and Mr. Thompson heroically clung 
to the boat, holding onto its sides 
and at the same time steering the 
motor to avoid the wild rush of
